Mr.  Chairman,  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the 
annual  health  report  for  the  year  ending  31st.  December  1957* 

There  was  a small  drop  in  the  estimate  of 
the  mid  year  population  viz:  10  offsetting  the  previous  year’s 
increase  of  6o. 

There  were  7 fewer  live  births  than  in 
1956,  which  had  showed  an  incroaso  of  seven  on. the  previous  year. 
There  were  no  still  births  or  infantile  deaths. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  3 fewer  than  in 
the  previous  year,  and  of  those  the  majority  was  in  those  diseasos 
affecting  the  more  elderly  persons,  viz:  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulation  and  hyperplasia  of  the  prostate  gland. 

The  number  of  deaths  fran  cancer  was 
halved,  and  of  these  one  was  of  the  lung. 

There  was  no  major  epidemic  of 

notifiable  infectious  disease,  and  no  cases  of  food  poisoning. 

• There  was  one  new  case  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  notified,  and  once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from 
this  disease.
